lodg'd it behind the cloudy Traverſe of Al- 


legorical Allations , pourtrat'd in thoſe my- 
ſterious Signatures that adorn'd the Reverſe 
of their Coin , cither Conſular or Imperial : 
If we ſhall pluck off its exotick and antique 
dreſs with which this Learning was attired, 
we ſhall find that the Body :of our Modern 
Heraldry was apparelled with this Mytholo- 
gical Habit. | | 
But before I wade farther in this Diſcourſe, 
I ſhall nnvail the Mythology of the Jews, = 
B that

" that of the antient Germans and Saxons, and 
before I enter into the Temple, I ſhall ſtop 
and take a ſurvey of the Jewiſh Prieſts , and 
diſrobe thoſe Myſteries that were wrap'd up 
either in their Inſtitution or Habit : And 
firſt, if we refle& upon their Inſtitution and 
Deſignment we ſhall diſcover that they were 
to be perfect for Generation , by which is 
ſignified that the Faculties of their Souls 
ſhould be fitted and adapted for ſpiritual 
procreations , that Rehgion might be im- 
proved and the Church multiplied by thoſe 
ſuper-natural productions : Secondly , they 
were not to 6 blind or imperfect in their 
eyes, by which was ; nidedd-7 a they ſhould 
not obſcure or blind the Light of Reaſon 
with thoſe Fogs that aſcend from a corrupted 
Underſtanding , the Clouds of Prejudice or 
Prepolleſhon which are the Miſts of the Soul, 
nor make dim or blemiſh its ſpiritual Beams 
with the Fumes of ſecular Intereſt, Third- 
ly, they were not to be crooked, rumpel'd, 
or bunched back'd, that is , they were to (e- 
cure their lives from all viſible and ſcan- 
dalous Crimes, and cxternal pollutions , 
which arc as ſo many ſpiritual Excreſcencies 
and Gibboſitics , ſo that the regularity of 
their ſouls ſhould be adzquate and correſ- 
pondent to the Uniformity. of their bodies. 
Fourthly , they were not tobe infeſted mw 
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[3] 


the Itch, or Scabs, or buried in a cruſt of Le- 
profie, by which was intimated that the 

{ſhould not itch after novel Opinions , which 
when they are entertained and aſfented to 
and incorporated into the belief, appear like 
ſcabs upon the body Ecclefiaſtick;nor ſhould 
they ſuffer therhſelves to'be invaded with the 
Leprofie either of Sin or Hereſie:. Fifthly, 
they were to have no lameneſs in their hands 
or feet , by which was ſuggeſted that they 
ſhould have Urim and Thummim , loundnels 
of Doctrine and integrity of Lite, that they 
ſhould not only preach Sermons, but live Ser- 
mons , and build up by Example, as well as 
cre or eſtabliſh by Precept. Indeed the 
Will and practical Underſtanding are - the 


. Hands and Feet of the Soul , which ſhould 


not take up any Heterodox Dottrines, or 
wander into the irregular by-paths of Errour 
or Schiſm : For Liberty of Will may be ſti- 
led the Hand and Fingers of the Sout, by 
which it picks and chuſes, and if it gathers 
Flowers, it weaves to it (elf a Garland of Im- 
mortality. Sixthly, they were not to be flat 
noſed, that ſignature bcing not only amongſt 
the antient Gertiles , but the Jews likewile, 
the ſymbol of folly , imprudence, ſtupidity. 
or dullneſs of ſpirit , and flatneſs of parts: 
Seventhly', the Pricſts under the Lay? were 
not to be broken Py their feet or hands, 
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[4 ] 


to. {(nſiouate that they were obliged neither 
to-walk or work by halves, or halt between 
two Opinions, that is between God and Baal. 
The High Priclt's girdle 1n general denoted 
Truth, the white in it 1gnified-Innocency, the 
blew typrtfied Heavenhneſs, the ſcarlet Perſe- 
cutton, the purple a holy Majeſty of ſpirit, as 
that was an Imperial colour. A Girdle de- 
monſtrates activity and promptneſs in buſt- 
neſs, and fo isa Type of ſtrength. It is like- 
wiſe an Emblem of Conſtancy and Perſeve- 
rance 3. And becaulc it reſcues the Garments 
from looſencfs, itis a ſymbol of warmth , 
of zeal , and of ſtability in Piety; For Sin 

and Errour by laying mcn open, and makin 
them naked , expoſes them to cheapnels _ 
contenipt. And laſtly, it is a repreſentation 
of Ornament and Beauty. The High Prieſt 
when he went into the: Holy of Holies diſ- 
robed himſelf of all his gorgeous:Equipage 
and pompous Habiliments, ' and rcinveſted 
himſelf with them when he came out, to dif- 
cover that Þumility is the beſt Baſis whereon 
to erect and eſtabliſh the ſuperſtructure of a 

future Glory. | 

Having taken a fummary view of the Jew 
ſb Prieſts, I ſhall now make ſome concile re- 
marks onthe Jewiſh) Temple, and its interiour 
Utenſils, and the Mythology that may be 
pun. out from them both , and fo proceed: 
The 
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The Porch of the Temple was open to inti- 
mate the free Accels of our Addrefles and 
Applications to Heaven, Its Elevation be- 
ing 120 Cubits denoted the ſublimity of Di- 
vine Contemplation : Its ſteps the growth of 
Piety 1n its ſeveral Gradations and [mprove- 
ments : . The Weſtern Gate of the Temple an- 
niently lead to Solomon's Pallace, to infinuate 
that Magiſtracy and Miniſtery are ſo com- 
plicated and wound up together , that like 
Hippocrates Twins they laugh and mourn, and 
live and die together. YVi/lalpandus makes 
the Jewiſb Temple a Typical fimilitude of 
Chrilt's Body upon the Crofs , with his Arms 
ſtretched out, and his Legs conjoyned infuch 
a manner together, as that his Kcad ſhoul( 
polle(s the Sanctuary, his Breaſt the Altar, his 
Feet the Eaſtern Gate, his two Hands the 
North and South fides of the Temple 3 fo 
that as the pallage or way to the Sanctuary or 
Altar , lay open through thoſe three princi- 
pal Gates3z In like manner ſhould the path to 
the truc Sanctuary be made plain and cafie 
thorough the Holes and Wounds of his Feet 
and Hands. 

The Brazen Altar in the Jewiſh Temple,was 
the emblem ofa broken and a contrite heart, 
the Fire typited holv Zeal, the Sacriiicing In- 
ſtrument the two edged fivord of the Spirit, 


the Beaſts to be {lain arc our various Lufts, 
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which we are to drag before the Altar by ho- 
ly Confeſſion, to mortifie by a conſtant Ha- 
tred, and then to offer them up in a renewed 
Converſation. The Goat to be (lain,and the 
Scape Goat ſome affirm repreſented Chriſt's 
Humanity and Divinity , others aflert they 
typified his Patton and Refurreftion. 

The Jewſb Prieſt's lot or proportion in the 
Oftering or Sacrifice was the Cheek, to inti- 
mate that his Lips ſhould preſerve Know- 
ledge, and that he ought to be eloquent and 
learned in the Laws of God : Secondly, the 
right ſhoulder , to denote that he ſhould per- 
form good works with dexterity,ſtrength and 
petition Thirdly , the Breaſt, by which 
he was admoniſhed to lodge no other Inmates 
in his Boſom, but pure Thoughts, Knowledge 
of the Law, and Truth in his Aflertions ; 
And Iaſtly,the Maw, to ſuggeſt his abſtinence 
from Luxurie, and all manner of Exceſs and 
Intemperance. | 

The Doors of the Sanctuary were compo- 
ſed of Firre and Olive, that of the Oracle on- 
ly of Oltve', to diſcover that our Peace on 
Earth is mixed with Imperfeftions; but 'is 
only made compleat when we enter into Glo- 
ry; which Door had two Leaves,which might 
be the Symbols of Faith and Hope. 


The procerity and tall ftature of the Ce- 


darand Fir-tree that were employed in fram- 


ing 
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ing the Sanctuary did typifie the ſucceſſive 

owth of Picty and Chriſtianity, until they 

oot upinto Glory. The Floor of the San- 
Ctuary which was laid with planks of Fir, 0- 
verlaid with boards of Cedar , and plated 
with Gold, did fignifie the eminency , excel- 
lency , and lendor of that Metal was till 
annexed to Humility. Gold being a princi- 
pal Ingredient in the Compoſition of the San- 
ctuary , did myſtically demonſtrate the pre- 
ciouſneſs, the purity, the luſter, and the tried 
and experienced excellency of the Graces of 
Religion. The pretious ſtones which adorn- 
cd the Sanctuary, were the impenetrable Dia- 
mond , which repreſented the courage and 
conſtancy of pious men; the Saphyre their ce- 
leſtial Love, the Ruby their Perſecution, the 
flaming Carbuncle their ardent Zeal, the Cry- 
{tal their unſpotted Innocency, the prominen- 
cy or bunching out of theſe refulgent Jems 
did declare the viſibility , the exemplarineſs 
and radiancy of their Vertues. 

The Urim inſerted into the high Pricſt's 
pectoral ſignified Light, and the Thunmin: 
denoted Truth. A late learned man hath aſ- 
ſerted that the Urim ingrafted 1nto the high 
Prieſt's Rationale was an Tcunculz or little I- 
mage repreſenting ſome Angel or Cherubin, 
from whoſe mouth aſter a precedent irradia- 
tion of the circumbient Jems God delivered 
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[3] 
thoſe infallible Dictates, by which the Jews 
were to conduct and ſteer themſelves in atfairs 
of the moſt difticult and perplexed emergency. 

Proportionate to this were the Teraphint a- 
monglt the anticnt Fews , which were little 
Images either devoted and dedicated to the 
Honour of Angcls, or cle movlded and caſt 
into the Figure and Form of the Angels them- 
ſelves (as the learned Ludovicus de Dieu af- 
ſerts;) from whoſe Oraculous Reſponſes upon 
their Application to thoſe Angelical Pourtrai- 
Erures they managed thoſe important con- 
cernments that "a an Aſpect either on Peace 
or War. ButT have too much digreſt, I now 
Tcturn, 

The Windows of the Sanctuary did typific 
Divine [llumination, which muſt not be dark- 
ncd with the impurer Mire of terreſtial Cares, 
the Duſt of Vain Glory , the Valts or Um- 


brages of Sorrow, nor with the ſmoaky Exha- 


lations of Anger. 

The Golden Candlefticks in the Jewifs 
Temple did intimate the infuſed Habits of di- 
vine Knowledge reſiding in the Soul 3 The 
Golden Snuffers did denote Afflictions, which 
as they do induce a Chaſtiſement , ſo they 
ſuperinduce a ſubſequent Eminency and 
Splendour, 

The Palm-trees and Cherubins which were 


znſculped on the Door of the Holy of Holies, 


Ee ee 
; did ſuggeſt that pious men that ſupported 
| their Aitlictions with Patience (of which the 
| Palm was anEmblem ) ſhould after their de- 
reſfion, have an emergency out of all their 
Troubles, and dwell 1n the Manſions of Che- 
rubins. 

The two Angels that ſtood by the Ark had 
their Wings ſtretched out , and their Faces 
looking downwards qn it.,. to declare their . 
readinels and poſture to be employed in di- 
vine Miniſtrations z The Cherubins on-the 
Ark looked towards one another, to 1inti- 
mate their mutual Love , intmtive Know- 
ledge, Concord and Harmony. 

The imputrible Wood of Shittim of which 
the Ark was compoſed, ſignified Chriſt's Hu- 
manity; the Gold with which 1t was covered, 
typified his Divinity ;, as likewiſe did the 

| Manna which was imputrible , Globulous or 
Circular, to denote his cternal Divinity 3 or 
if you pleaſe, the Manna within the Vail was 
the Type of Chriſt Eilential , as the Shew- 
bread without the Vail was the Symbol of 
Chriſt Do&rinal. The Incenſe that was on 
the top of the Cakes of Shew-bread , was to 
be burned on the Sabbath , to fignifie that 
Prayer ſhould be ſtill combined , or united 
with the Word. 

The Rod of Aaron was abſtracted from an 
Almond-tree , that ſooneſt bloſloms, to in(t- 

nuate

nuate to us the early Fertility of Religion 
under pious Diſcipline: Nowa Rod amon 


the Antients, was the Symbol of Eaſe, of Go- _ 


vernment, of Defence, of Doctrine and In- 
ſtruction, and of Diſcipline and Correction: 
The Bloſloms of Aaron's Rod had a white- 
ne tin&tured with red , to intimate that Pu- 
rity and Zeal were the beſt Characters and 
Evidences of Piety and Religion. 


——— 
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Of the Mythology of the Antient Ger- 


mans and Saxons. 


Hey repreſented the Sun under many 
Myſtical Signatures and other Mytho- 
logical Deſcriptions; they pourtraied 
himlike an old man ſtanding on a Fiſh, wear- 


ing a Coat girt about his Body with a linnen 


Girdle, but having his Head and Feet naked, 
ſuſtaining a Wheel and a Basket full of Corn, 
Fruit and Roſes : By his old Age and Coat 
girt to him was ſignified Winter , by his bare 
Head and Feet Summer,by the Corn Harveſt, 
by the Fruit Autumn, and by Roſes was in- 
timated the Spring ; his ſtanding on a Fiſh, 
which 1s ſilent bur yet \lippery and ſwift in 
its motion , denoted the llipperineſs, ſilence 
and ({wiſtnels of Time , who never forgot 

his

his pace , though we his Footſteps numbered 
not, The Wheel ſuggeſts the roundneſs of 
the Sun , and the Revolution of the Year, 
and the linnen Girdle might import the Zodt- 
ack orEcliptick Line, within which the Sun 
contains and fetters himſelt: When they did 
expreſs the Sun to be King of the Planets, 
and principal Arbiter of the World, they de- 
cyphered him placed on a Throne,ſupporting 
a Scepter in his left Hand, and ſuſtaining a 
Sword in his right ; out'of the right (ide of his 
Mouth broke Thunder, out of his left iſſued 
Lightning 3 on his Head fate an Eagle,and his 
Feet reſted on a Dragon , and round about 
him fate twelve Deities z the Throne,Scepter, 
and Sword, did infinuate the Majeſty, Power, 
and Influence of the Sun , who ”y is Heat 1s 
the Parent of Thunder and Lightning 3 the 
Eagle intimates the ſwiftneſs of his motion, 
and his picrcing Eyc that unvails all things by 
his Light ; his treading ona Dragon imports 
that by his Heat , he ſubdues the-moſt poyſo- 
nous , noxious and deſtructive Vapours; the 
twelve Gods may either denote the twelve 
Signs of the Zodiack , or elſe the twelve 
Months of the Year : When they did deſcribe 
the Heat, Light, and Motion of the Sun, they 
painted him like a Man, holding with both 
his Hands a flaming Wheel ; and when they 
did pourtray the courage and military Heat 
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[12] 
of Martial men, excited as they conjequred 
by the Sun, they repreſented him under the 
ſignature of an armed man , holding in one 
Hand a Banner with a Roſe-on it, and in the 
other a pair of Scales; on his Breaſt was the 
Picture of a Bear,on his Target the Pourtrai- 
&ure of a Lyon; the Field about him wasem- 
broidered with Flowers , by which they de- 
ſigned Valour complicated with Eloquence, 
both 1n their Vogue eſlential to a Command- 
erathe Arms, Bear, and Lyon did intimate the 
ftierceneſs, courage, and defence, that ſhould 
be reſident in Martial men; the Roſe and 
Field enamel'd with Flowers, did repreſent 
the ſweetneſs and obligingneſs of Eloquence 3 
the Scales were to ſuggelt how words ſhould 
be weighed in the Ballance of Diſcretion, be- 
fore they are divulged ; when they diſcove- 
red how the Sun by his Heat and Influence 
excited venercal Love in Creatures ſubſervi- 
ent to his Dominion , they then varied his 
Sex, and painted him Jike a Woman, becauſe 
in them that Paſſion is moſt impotent, and 
yet impetuous ;z on her Head they placed a 
Myrtle Crown or Garland to denote her Do- 
minion, and that Love ſhould be alwaies ver- 
dant as the Myrtle; in one hand ſhe ſupported 
the World, and in the other three golden 
Applcs, to repreſent that the World and its 
wealth arc both ſuſtaincd by Love; the three 

golden

Golden Apples lignified the threefold 
Beauty of the Sun , exemplifted in the 
Morning , Meridian , and Evening; on her 
Breaſt was lodged a Burning Torch , to infi- 
nuate to usthe violence of the flame of Love 
which ſcorches humane Hearts. When they 
would expreſs the Sun's operation upon the 
Moon , they delineated him hke a man with 
long Ears, holding the Moon in his Hand, to 
ſuggeſt to us that (he entitles her Light and 
Power to his Beams and Influence; his long 
Ears did ſignifie his promptnels to receive the 
Supplications of all Perſons, though divided 
from him by never ſo remote and conſidera- 
ble a Diſtance. . He that would (ce this Sub- 
je&t more amply diſcourſed on , may peruſe 
Schedins de Diis Germanis, where he ſhall re- 
ceive more copious and plenary fatisfaction, 
and to him I refer the Reader. 

I ſhould now unravel the Mythology of the 
Antient Greeks and Romans ; but this I ſhall 
annex tothe Concluſion of this Treatife, and 
proceed to repreſent a brief Diſcourſe or De- 
ſcription of the Egyptian Hieroglyphicks. 

I ſhall now ind to unvail that Mytho- 


logical Learning, which lay wrapped up in 
the dark and cloudy complications of Hie- 
roglyphicks, which indeed may ſcem to be 
the Baſis on which all Heraldry is eſta- 
bliſhed. 
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Iri the Hieroglyphical Tables of Cardinal 
Bembyus , fo often mentioned by Athanaſtar, 
Kircherws in his. Oedipus Copticas , there is 
ſet down the Figure of the Scarabexs or Bee- 
tle for the Trunk , but with the Head and 
Face of a man, ſupporting a little Table with 
this Inſcription +#a:. About'the Neck a num- 
ber of Concentrick Circles to expreſs the 
Orbes and Motions of the Heavens 3 upon 
the top of the Head a Face of the encreafing 
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Moon, to intimate her Monethly Revolutions 


within that a cro6 mark , for the four Ele- 
ments weaving together all things above a 
winged Globe, and wreathed about with two 
Serpents. 


The meaning of this laſt, 1s told you by 


Barachias Albenephi in his Book of the Anti- 
ent Egyptian Learning , and in that part of it 
where he treats of Pharaoh's Obcliſques. He 
affirms the winged Sphear wreathed about 
with Serpents to be the Hicroglyphick of the 
Soul and Spirit of the Univerſe. The Hu- 
mane Face 1s underitood of the Sun and his 
Courſes. For the Holy Beetle ( which an 
old Egyptian durlt not tread on) Horws Apol/o 
allerts, it ſignifies the Figure of the World, 
and he ſubjoyns this reaſon and ſecret for it. 

The Beetle (faics he ) when it hath a mind 
to bring forth, takes the Excrement of an 
Ox, which having wrought into {mail p_ 
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round as the World,it turns them about from 
Eaſt to Welt , itſelf inthe mean time ( asif 
ſhe intended to ſummon great Nature to theſe 
Travels) turning to the Eaſt. 

The Egyptian Word uae held out in the 
Table, is the ſame with the Greek, Word +mia, 
to intimate that, the whole Frame of the 
World hangs together by a true magnetick 
Love, that inviſible Harmony that cements 
and folders together the Diſcord of its di- 
vided and eſtranged Parts, 

The Feyptians when they would repreſent 
the Hieroglyphick of Nature,pictured the Fi- 
gure of +4 involved and inveloped with 
a Net; by the firſt they would infinuate to us 
her conſtant and uninterrupted vigour, re- 
ſcued from Decay, and the increaling Imper- 
fetions and Infirmities of Age 3 and by the 
ſecond the variety of Cauſes and multiplici- 
ty of Effefts, the weavings of whoſe compli- 
cated Contexture made up the Net with / 
which the Boy appeared to be covered. 

The Fig-trce was the Hieroglyphick of mn- 
tual vicifimde , for here the old Figs never 
fall off until thenew.ones appear , which af- 
{erts the Juſtice of our Saviour's curſe infli- 
cd on the Fig-tree in the Golpel,and which 
hath ſo diſtorted and perplexed Commenta- 
tors to abett ; for if the Time of Figs was not 
yet come, asthe Pages of Holy Writ in that 

Story 
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Story do aver, there was then a greater Rea- 
ſon that Figs ſhould appear, and if the Time 
of Figs was come , yet {till the old ones did 
remain for ſome interval of Time, after the 


- new ones had given Evidence of their Ap- 


pearance and Eerng. 

And it is obſervablethat Jaliar the Apo- 
ſtate, that like an induſtrious Spider,did with 
a curious and diligont Malice ſpin out any 
thing out of Scripture with which he might 
weave together thelealt Pretence of Ablur- 
dity or Impotiibylity, ' did from his Inſpection 
into natural Canſes never quarrel the truth 
of what is above aflerted. .- * 

A Lion Rampant amongtt the Fgyptiars 
was the Hieroglyphick of Magnaninnity 5 
Regardant of Circumſpection and Caution 3 
Salient of Expedition or celerity z Sejant of 
Counſel ; Paſlant of Prudence; Gardant of 
Defence. - 7 ( 

A Bce making Hony was the Hieroglyphick 
of a Prince , managing the Adminiſtration 
and Conduct of his Kingdom and Publick 
Atfairs. 

An Elephant amongſt the elder Perfrans, 
Egyptians, and Indians was the Symbol of Fi- 
delity , Juſticeand Pictyz and amongſt the 
Modern Arabs, Siamites and Sumatrans, 18 the 
Emblem of Magnarymity , Memory and Pros 


Vidence, 
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A Griffin being a complicated mixture, of 
Eagle and Lyon, was the Hieroglyphick of 
perlpicacity and courage 3 its Wings denoted 
1ts celerity , its Beake its tenacity, and its 
Tallons its fury and rapacity. 

A Boare and Lyon yoak'd together were 
the Hieroglyphick®f ttrengrh and magnani- 
mity. 

A Dogs Head was the Hicroglyphick of {a- 
gacity , and a Dogs tongue did mythologi- 
cally repreſent both Phylick and Phyſicians. 

The Hieroglyphick of an abominable thing 
was a Fiſh, becaule cuſtome and preſcription 
interdifted the uſc of it ia the Egyptian Sa- 
crifices. | 

An Infant was the Hieroglyphick of thoſe 
who enter into the World, as an old Man 
was of thoſe who go out, A Sea-Horſe a- 
mongſt the Zgyptians was made the Hiero- 
gliphick of Murder, Impudence, Violence, 
and Injuſtice, becauſe they affſerted, that he 
deſtroy'd his Sire and ravith'd his Damme. A 
Falcon from his perſpicacity, and ſublimity 
in his flight towards Heaven, was aftirm'd to 
be the Hieroglyphick of God > All which 
being compacted together import thus much; 
All you that enter into the world, and you 
-that go out, God hates Injuitice. | 

As the Hawke was by the Agyptians re- 
preſented to be the Hieroglyphick of the Sun, 

\$ 
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becauſe of his excellent fight and quick mo- 
tion : So the Moon was pourtray'd under the 
Figure of a white skin'd Man with a Hawks 
head; for her whiteneſs, that is herlight, 
does not reſult from her ſelf, but from her 
Hawks head the Sun. Aprleizs ſhews that 
the ZXgyptians worſhipfſed Mercury , under 


the denomination of Anubis pourtray'd with | 
a Dogs head, ſupporting his Cadxcexs in one | 


hand, and a Palm in the other 3 by which is 


conjectur'd they might inſinuate that a | 
Princes Embaſlador ſhould not only be elo- | 


quent, but likewiſe vigilant, faithful and ſa- 
gacious, which three qualities are reſident in 
the Dog ; prudent alſo,as the Serpents wrea- 
thed about his Caducews _ ſuggeſt 3 and 
juſtly inexpugnable as the Palm, which ſinks 
not under the preſſure of any burden. In- 
deed Enſebins affirms , that not only thoſe 
Captains were honour'd and adorn'd, who 
had enhauns'd and aggrandiz'd their Fame by 
ſubduing the Enemies of their Countrey, but 
likewiſe thoſe Beaſts whoſe pourtraictures 
did embelliſh their Helmets, or Targets, as 
being greaf improvements to their Victories, 
by infuſing terrours and Panick aſtoniſhments 
into the breaſts of their Adverſaries.

Others again Afert, that by ofris, the 
#gyptians underſtood the Nile, and by Iſis 
the Genius or Soil of Zgyptz For js as Vi- 
ves allerts in his Notes upon Avgrſtine de Civ. 
Dez. 
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Dei. Lib.15.c.3.ſignifies the Earth 3 and there- 


1 fore the ancient Agyptians pictur'd Her mo- 


ving a Siltrum or Timbrell with Her right 
hand, to intimate the return of the Inunda- 
tion of Ni/e, and Her lIcft ſupporting a Buc- 
ket, to ſignifie the Replection of all che Cha- 
nels 3 and by Typhor the Sca, and therefore 
they brought in Iks deploring the ruinc of 
Oſeris torn to pieces by Typhor, that is, ſwal- 
lowed up by the Sea; but afterwards they 
repreſented Her collecting his torn and cat- 
ter'd limbs, that 1s, the new and reitcrated 
Inundation of the River Nile; only his Ge- 
nitals ſhe could not retrive, which-were fwal- 
low'd and devour'd by Fiſh, to intimate that 
that Fertility which was caus'd by Nile on 
the Earth, was yet more viltbly and emi- 
nently manifeſt in the water , and exempli- 
fied in the pregnant and fertile ſpawn, and 
numerous productions of fiſhes. 

Laſtly, Others affirm, that by Ofrris the 
Egyptians meant the Sun, becauſe they uſu- 
ally painted him with an Hawks Head, and 
by Its the Moon, whont they ſometimes 
cloath'd in White, ſometimes in Red, and 
ſometimes in a Black Garment , by which 
they did ſuggeſt, that the Moon put on a 
White AſpeCct in clear weather, and a Red 
Complexion againſt windy, her Black Gar- 
ment was to repreſent her Duskie colour at- 
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ter her Change and in Eclipſes, and by Ty- 

hon they ſignified the Earth, for they gave 
him a vaſt Body, ſtretching forth his hands 
from Eaſt to Weſt, and his head as high as 
the talleſt hills, by which they intimated the 
Longitude,Latitude and Height of the Earth: 
his upper part had the ſignature of a man 
cover'd with feathers, whilſt the lower part 
was arm'd or cloathed with ſcales, and wound 
about with Serpents; to declare, that Men, 
Birds and Beaſts inhabited the upper part of 
the Earth, and Serpents and Fiſhes the lower: 
his belching out of ſmoak , and ſpitting of 
fre, {ignifies, thoſe vapours, exhalations, and 
fiery eruptions out of many parts of the 
Earth, make the Gods obſcure themſelves, 
that 1s, darken the Sun, Moon and Stars; 


pellations they repreſented the SunYſubdued 
this Monſter, that is, by diflolving and dif- 
ſipating thoſe vapours which skreen'd his 
beams from the World, which was expreſled 
tacitly and gloomily by the Hawk's flying 
violently upon, and beating the Hippopota- 
»0s or Sea-Horſe. The ſeeking or lament- 
ing of Oſiris or Oruws by Iſs, was to intimate 
the frequent fadne(s incumbent upon the 
Moon reſulting from thoſe Eclipſes which are 
occalion'd by the interpoſition of the ſhadow 
of the Earth; the buſhel on the Head of 0/- 
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ris or Or#s may import that the Sun is the 
cauſe of fertility 3 and the ſtreaker or meaſu- 
ring Rod in one hand, may intimate, that 
the Sun meaſures all things by his progrel- 
five motion; the Wolves, the Dogs, the 
Lyons,and Serpents heads graſp'd in the o0- 
ther hand, may repreſent the four parts of 
the year : The Winter is the rapacious Woltg, 
the Spring is the fawning or flattering Dog, 
the Summer the flaming angry Lyon, the Au- 


tumn is the Serpent diſtilling into the bodies , 


of men, the venome of deſtructive diſeaſes. 
The Agyptians, farther to improve this Hie- 
roglyphick, painted Ofrris or Or#s wing'd 
with a Scepter in his hand, and a round Diſ- 
cus by him, to repreſent the ſwiftneſs of the 
Suns motion, his Dominion over the World, 
and his round body, as alſo his circular pro- 
greſs or, perambulation. _ 

The Gooſe and Dog were the Hierogly- 
phicks of Vigilance, and therefore by the 
Mgyptians devoted to the Moon, as Prote- 
Greſs of the Night, which was by their 
_—_— ſecur'd from danger and preju- 

Ice, : 

Proteus was both a Prophet and King of 


Egypt, whom that people Hieroglyphically_ . 


repreſented under the ſeveral reſemblances of 
Bull, Serpent, Boar, Tyger, Lyon and Dra- 
gon, which occaſion'd the fiction cf his wind- 
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ing and transforming himſelf into various 
ſhapes, when indeed if we ſhall diſrobe theſe 
myſterious ſignatures of their cloudy veſture, 
we ſhall diſcover, that he was a Prince who 
manag'd the intereſt of his people with that 
dexterity, that he could proportion hs Go- 
vernment to every Genius, having the 
ſtrength of the Bull, *he prudence of the Ser- 
pent, the courage of the Boar, the fierceneſs 
of the Tyger, the magnanitmity of the Lyon, 
and the celerity and vigilance of the Dra- 
gon. Or ſecondly, becauſe he was accuſtom'd | 
to ule or bear the ſeveral portractures of 
theſe Creatures in his Banners or Enſigns 
when he was alive, the Zgyptians to inforce 
and perpetuate the Remembrance of ſo ex- 
cellent a Prince, pourtrai'd him under the 
_—— of thoſe Creatures when he was 
dead, : 

The Pellican was by the Zgyptians made 
the Hieroglyphick of maternal Afﬀection, for 
ſhe, when her young ones have been bitten 
by Serpeats that ſecretly invade their Neſt, 
launces her boſome, and with the purple 
balſome that ſtreams from that opened (luce, 
not only expells the infuſed venome , but 
likewiſe cements and cures the wounds in- 
flited by thoſe noxious adverſarics. 

The Bird This or Ichneumon, or the /Xgy- 
ptian Rat, were by that people repreſented 
þ as 


— 
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as the Hieroglyphicks of Safety and Prefer- 
vation ; for the firſt by pricking with her 
ſharp feathers thoſe various Serpents, which 
are the progeny or produd& of the mud'of 
Nile, cauſes them to expire and die, and-the 
laſt, by rolling himſelt in fand, and gliding 
into the belly of the Crocodile, whilſt he is 
engag'd in {leep, and his jaws are open, cor- 
rodes and gnaws out his entrails, and be- 
comes to that Amphibious Monſter both pu- 
niſhment and executioner. 

Indeed Hereſies arc the Serpents of the 
Church, which are engender'd by the Mud 
of noyſome and unfavoury Opinions, which 
being prick'd by the Pens of Orthodox Wri- 
ters languith away, and find their fate in an 
early Sepulcher. | 

A Tortoiſe was the Hicroglyphick of an in- 
 duftrious Hou-fewife, who 1salwayes employ- 
ing her ſelf within her houſe, in managing 
thoſe affairs that are ſubſervient to the inter- 
eſt of the family, as that is alwayes reſident 
in 1ts ſhell. 

Indeed there were no Nations ever fo re- 
mote or barbarous, but in times either of an- 
cient or a more modern inſcription, muffel'd . 
up their knowledge in the cloudy garment of 
Hicroglyphicks.T he Coronation of the King 
of Pegn(t we may credit Vincent le Blanc as 
He relates it in his Travels) is wholly Hiero- 
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glyphical; for he is inveſted or inaugurated 
with a Diadem of Lead, to ſignifie that all 
things ſhould be perform'd in weight and 
meaſure, and an Axe 1s put into his hand, to 
denote that he ſhould adminiſter Juſtice ; he 
takes his Oath upon a ſmall veſiel of Eme- 
rald, in which ſome of the aſhes of the firſt 
Kings of Pegs lie en{hrin'd, to put into him a 
remembrance of Humane Frailty 3 he is at- 
tir'd or adorn'd with a Turkiſh Robe, lia'd 
or furr'd with the skins of white hairs, to 
intimate his ſubſequent innocence. 

The Chineſe, a people thruſt into the re-

planation of the myſtery of thjs Coin, he af- 
ſerts, It was uſual for the Roman General, F i 
and other Eminent Officers, not only to wear 
the Bracelets and Chains of the oppolite Ge- 
nerals, and other conſpicuous Officers, who 
were (lain or made Captive 3 but likewiſe to 


engrave the Figure of them on the Ro 
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of Medalls, which as a laſting evidence, might 
tranſport to poſterity the memory of thoſe 
ſignal Atchievements _= had acquir'd for 
the people of Rome. If by their Prudence, 
Diligence or Fortitude they had ſecur'd 
the Roman Camp, from the Onſets and Im- 
preſſions of the Adverlary, either by perſonal

of Felicity and Peace, or elſe the Cornucopia, 
the monument of Plenty, and two hands con- 
joyn'd and knit together, the Symbol of Con- 
cord, If any of them had undergone the 11- 
luſtrious Ofhce of Cenſor, to perpetuate the 
Memory, of ſo ſignal an Employment , they 
inſculp'd on their Derarii, and other Coins, 
a Cenſor plac'd or fitting on the feat of Judi- 
cature, with a Roman, accompanied with 
ſume other Citizens, reaching out, or pre- 
ſcnting a bundle of ſome Lawes unto Him to 
be correttced, winnow'd or revis'd by his Ani-

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If any of their Families had been #4ites, and 
deputed to decide thoſe Actions the Roman 
Lawes ſtiled Redhibitorie; they inſculp'd on 
their Dexarii two Figures fitting upon a ſeat 
of Judicature 3 or again, if they had been 
Adiles Cereales, and employ'd by the Senate 
to buy Corn to ſupport and refreſh the peo- 
ple of Rome, they (tamp'd on the Reverie of 
their Coyn, a ſhip, out of which ſeemed to 
iſſue out ſprigs of Wheat, or elſe, a Modis 
or Roman Buthel plac'd between two ears of 
Corn ; orlaſtly, a pair of Scales placed over 
a Se/la Curinlis, which impreſs wasſ{tamp'd on 
their Coyn, as well as the Derarii of the Pra- 
tors. If they had been Flamens they ſtamped 
likewiſe ſome ſignal Mark on the Reverſe of 
their Dezari/, to inſtru future ages, that 
ſome of their Families had been honour'd 
with that Offce, as if they had been Flamines 
Suirinales, or Flamens to Romulus, they 10- 
(culp'd the Figure of a Woman arm'd with a 
Spear and Helmet (the Repreſentation of 
Rome ) \itting on a Shield, and folding in 
her right hand a ſharp pointed Apex ( the 
common Symbol of Prielthood ) which was 
the Taſlel or top of the Sacerdotal Pileus, or 
Flamens Bonnet. - Now the Apex amongſt 
the Antients was a Symbol of ſuch Eminence 
and Dignity, that in Ages of an elder Inſcri- 
tion, ſeveral Kings ate pourtray'd and in- 
3 ſculp'd

ſculp'd on Antique Coyns, ſupporting it, to 
intimate, that in times of a very High Aſcent 
amongſt the Gentiles, the Prieſthood was 
ſtill entwin'd with the Scepter. I ſhall exhibit 
a brief Scheme of ſome Examples of it. Strabo 
aſſerts, Lib.z. That in Aritia it was united to 
the Prieſthood of Diana, and in Cappadocia, 
to the Temple of Bellona. 
The Old Zgyptians and A#thiopians choſe 
their Kings, out of their Colledges of Prieſts. 
Midas, King of Phrygia was conſecrated to 
Orphexs. The Lacedemonian Kings did al- 
wayes ſacrifice in perſon. Zerophon Records 
the like of Cambyſes;, and Curtizs of Alexan- 
der. Halycarnaſſews affirms, that Romulus ma- 
nag'd all that concern'd the Gods by himſelf. 
In the Ef Indies the Malabar Kings do not 
diſdain the Office of the Brachmans : Andit 
is ſufficiently known, that amongſt the Arabs 
and Saracens, the ſame perſon was both 
Prince and Caliph. And Diogenes in Stobews 
layes it down amongſt the Qualifications and 
CharadterFof a compleat Prince , that he 
ſhould be a good Souldier, a Judge and a 
Prieſt. And hence it is, that at the Inaugu- 
ration of the Kings of England, one of the Re- 
galia, that is an ingredient in that Solemnity, 
15 the Collobinm or Dalmatica , a Garment 
ſomething reſembling a Surpliſſe, to ſpecifie, 
that the Regal and Sacerdotal Office were 
4 combin'd 
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combin'd and twiſted together in one perſon 
If they had been Flamens to Mars, they re- 
preſented two Figures on their Coyn ; one 
ſupported the Image of Victory, the other 
reached forth a Star, to intimate that he was 
Conſecrated to the ſervice of the Deity a- 
boveſaid. If they had been Flamens to 
Apollo, they inſculped upon a Tripos a Simpu- 
lum or Ewer (the Emblem of Religion) pla- 
ced between two Stars, to fignifie the Morn- 
ing and the Evening Star, or elſe the Riſing 
and Setting of the San in the Eaſt and Welt. 
I had almoſt forgot that the #diles and Pre- 
tors abovementioned were when the Lud 
Appollinares, Seculares, Cereales, Conſuales or 
Circenſes, and other ſolemn Sports or Games 
were celebrated,to provide Bulls for ſacrifice 
and baighting, and Hinds, and other Beaſts 
for hunting 3 whence all thoſe perſons that 
had ſuſtained thoſe two Offices to perpetuate 
the Memory of that Employment, inſculped 
on the Roman Demxarii, either a Bulls head 
caboſed, orelſea Hind, and a Bow bent and 
Quiver, which we may ſee in Fulvias Viſinas 
does ſtill adorn the reverſe of the Conſular 
Coyn. If any of the Roman Families had 
been Augurs to convey a Commemoratio to 
poſterity they were adorned with that Dig- 
nity,they impreſſed on their Denarii a Simpu- 
lum or Ewer uſed in Sacrifices, a Tripos, and 
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a Lituus or crooked , Augurall ſtaff 3 as the 
Conſuls and Prxztors ſtamped on their Coyn, 
(as appears in Fulvixs Urſinus){ymetimes a Ri. 
der placed in a chariot drawn with. two horles 
in full carcer, ſomctimes drawn with four in 
the ſame polture, to intimate, that the Games 
dedicated to Apollo, or cl{c the Ludi Circenſes 
or Conſuales, the Games devoted to Neptune 
were exhibited to the people, when they ma- 
maged the Offices aboveltid, It any of the 
Roman Familics had obliged the people by 
the, combat of Gladiators by their Munih- 
cence preſented to them, they did engrave on 
their Dexariz two crooked Engines, reſcm- 
bling two Shepherds crooks in Saltcir, a wea- 
pon uſed by the Gladiators, called Thraces, 
and a Shicld and a Laquezs or Halter , and 
ſometimes a Net, de{tructive inſtruments em- 


dertaking reſcued their gaſping Country , 
or ſaved the Lives of its Citizens, or at- 
chived the Spolia opima 3 they inſculp'd on 
the Reverſe of their Derarii, arther the Fi- 
gures of Amphinenmns and Anapias, two Bre- 
thren of Catana in Sicily, who whena Deluge 
of fire had diſcmbogued it ſelf from the 
faming Entrails of #1a,and made an eru- 
ption upon ſome part of that Iiland, ſnatch- 
cd up thcir aged Parents, and after the de- 
moliſhing of many Difficulties, ſaved their 
lives by endangering their own : or elſe a 
Cfown of Oaken leaves; or laſtly, an arm- 
cd Figure on Horleback , ſupporting the 
Spoils and Trophies taken from the (laugh- 
tered Frince, Nor did they want ſome Re- 
preſentations upon their Coin to diſcover 
trom whence they were deſcended ; as if 
they were deſcended from S3cily, they 
ſtamp'd on their Derarii three Legs, coupl- 
ed and embraced, or interlaced (the Symbol 
of that lfland ; ) it from Chios or $10, a 
Pitcher or Jarre with two cars was imprelt ; 
if from the Sabins, who boaſted their Ex- 
traction to be from the Pelaſez , who firſt 
peopled Arcadia, they inſculp'd one of the 
Stimphalides,a ravenous Bird arm'd with an 
Helmet, which the fictions of Poets made 
proper only to that Province : Nor did thoſe 
who had the care of the Mint, nor thoſe 

. who 
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who kept Stakes at the Games ſtil'd Tal; or 
Latrunculi , much reſembling the ſport of 
Cockall amongſt Children, want ſome mo- 
nument engraven on the antient Demari 3 
which might declare that ſome of the Fa- 
mily had been Curatores Monete , or Lud; 
Magiifiri; to perpetuate the memory of the 
firſt, they ſtamp'd a Forge, an Anvil, an 
Hammer, and a pair of Tongs or Pincers 3 
and to inforce the memory of the laſt, 
they inſculp'd a Temple devoted Des Sorti, 
or elſe four Quadrilateral Bones, with: this

det, quod ſatis cit, Before I conclude this 
Diſcourſe, I muſt obſerve out of Urſimus, 


that if any of the Roman Families had been 


inveſted with any of thoſe Offices, or-all 
of them gradually or ſucceſſively, that did 
merit the Sell2 Crurulis, as an Enſign or Per- 
quiſite of their Dignity or Dignities z they 
inſculp'd on their Demarii a Sella Curnlis, 
with one Crown as Ornament impoſed up- 
on it, and ſometimes with two, three, or 
four, to intimate the variety of thoſe emi- 
nent Employments they had been engaged 
in : as Silla ſtamp'd on the Reverſe of a 
Denarixs, relating to his Family, four Crowns 
to declare his four Victories. Indeed this 
Sella Curulis was of fo honourable eſtimate 
amongſt the Romans, that when the Senate 
| of 
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of Rome would teſtifie by ſome ſolemn e- 
vidences their Afﬀection to thoſt Kings that 
were in Amity with them, they uſually en- 
dow'd them with a Sella Crurulir, an Ivory 
Staff, a Tunica Palmata, a looſe Coat or Tu- 
nic, embroider'd with Palm Branches ; and 
laſtly, Toga Pia, a Gown embelliſhed and 
adorn'd with ſeveral Figures. And hence 
it is that onthe Reverſe of an antien Coin, 
Ariobarzanes King of Cappadocia is inſculp'd, 
veſted with a Roman Gown and Tunic, 

laced on a Sella Curnlis, and ſupporting 
in his left Hand an Ivory Staff; to declare 
he was a Prince that held an Amicable cor- 
reſpondence with the Romans. Having had 
had occaſion before to mention the Roman 
Crowns, I ſhall now exhibit in a compendi-: 
ous Repreſentation , the ſeveral Species of 
them, and fo conclude. 

And firſt there was Corona Trinwmphalis, 
or Axrea , Which in elder times was com- 
poſed of Lawrel, butin more modern Ages 
was faſhioned of Goid, It was ſent by the 
Senate to the Lord General, as a Trophic 
to adorn his Triamphs. Secondly Corona 
Obſidionalis or Graminea , which was given 
by the Soldiers to the General, when he had 
reſcued them from a Siege, and was form- 
ed of the Graſs of the place where they 
had been beſfieg'd. Now the Reaſan of this 


was 


was, that by. this Monument gebey might 


ſeem to yield up the right of that place tg 
their Captain. And henee it fvas that an- 
tiently in Races and other Maſkerics, he that 
was ſubdued , did gather up Tome of the 
Graſs of that place, and gave it to the Con- 
querour as an evidence of his acknowledg- 
ment that he was vanquiſhed. -. Hence that 
Phraſe, Herbazz porrigere, 1s to confeſs a Vi- 
Gtory. Thirdly Corona Civica or Qwercea, 
the Civick Crown framed out of Oaken 
Leaves, which was given to him that had 
ſaved thelife of a Roman Citizen, and in 
procedure of the ſubſequent Ages to the 


General himſelf, it he had ſparcd the lite of 


a Citizen, when it Iay in his power to de- 
{troy him. Fourthly Corona Afuralis, or a 
Crown Mural, that was given him that firſt 
ſcaled the Wall of any Town beleagured 
by the Romans 3; In memory of . which, the 
Circlet of it was embclliſhed with Trophics 
which reſembled the - Battlemcnts of a Wall. 
Fifthly Corona Caſtrerſts or Vallaris, which 
was given to him that firſt entred the Ene- 
mics Camp; 1a memory of which ſignal At- 
chicvement,the Circle or Orbit of the Crown 
was adurn'd with ſomething that repreſent- 
ed a Bulwark or Texalia, or elſe the Mound 
({til'd in Latin Yall») that both ſupported 
2nd {trengthen'd them. Sixthly Corona Na-+ 

valin 
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valis that was beſtowed on him that firſt 
entred the Enefnies Ships, 'the Topor Sum- 
mit of which 'refembled- in fits Figure the 
Beaks of Ships z/ from whicnce. it way like- 
wiſe ſtil'd Corona Roſtrata, Seventhly, Co- 
rona Ovalis, which was compos'd of Myr- 
tle Leaves, and was confer'd on thoſe who 
only had merited an Ovation, not a Tri- 
umph. Now an Ovation was granted when 
the Adverſariecs that were ſubdued were 
Thieves and Pirates. thar is. of no confider- 
able importance ; or ſecondly, when the Vi- 
fory was atchiev'd without much hazard, 
or effuſion of Blood, the Encmies voluntart- 
ly ſubmitting themſelves t6 the mercy or dif" 
cretion of the Vittar. ©... © 
I now proceed to'take a view of the Ro-" 
man Imperiat Cqgyns; and firſt I find, one of 
Tulizs Ceſar's, 'on whole Reverfe is inletilp'g* 
an'armed Mar ſupporting- the Image of Vi-? 
ory.z and, on anorher's 'Reverſe, an armed” 
Man, ſuſtaming in his' right” Hand a littfe” 
Cclt or Chappel, which ſome may conjecture” 
contain'd the Image of Victoty ; thounghT 
rather belieyc it ſhrouded: the portraidtire ' 
of the Eagle, the only fignal Trophy or Ban- 
ner of the Roman Empire ; for whereas in 
times of an elder Inſcription, the Romans 
bore on their Enſigns the Boar, the Wolf; 
the Minotaure,” the Horſe and the Eagle; 
| "M7 they 
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they were reduced by Marizs ſolely to the 
Eagle 3 which was eſtabliſhed by him to be 
the ſolemn ſugceſſive Standard of the Ro- 
min Armies, and was preſerved in a little 
Cell of :quadrangular Natale, which was 
compos'd tometimes of Silyer, and ſometimes 
of Gold. After Auguſt#s had atchiev'd his 
Victory at A#ium, and reduced #gypt by 
Conqueſt , he ſtzmp'd on the Reverſe of 
ie) Gore a Crocodile, and ſometimes a 
Crocodile Chain'd to a Palm Tree, with 
this Inſcription, AZgyptia Capta. The like 
was obſerv'd by Titzs, after his Conqueſt 
of Jude and Jeruſalem, who inſculp'd on 
the Reverſe of his Coyns, a Woman fit- 
ting under a Palm-Tree in a doleful and 
calamitous poſture 3 and on others, a Wo- 
man leaning againſt a Palm Tree with her 
Hands bound (the Symbol or Hierogly- 
phick of Captivity ) and this Inſcription 
annex'd, Tudes Capta. On the Reverſe of 
ſome of Tiberizs his Coyns, I find the Arms 
in uſe among the anticnt Germans, lodg'd in 
a ſhuffled or confuſed Heap (the Embleme 
of ſome Rout or Overthrow) and this Mot- 
to affixed, Germania ; the like Sculpture with 
little or no variation is repreſented on the 
Reverſe of ſome Coyns of Domitian. After 
Corbulo had reduced Tigranocerta, the Me- 
tropolis of Armenia, Nero ſtamp'd on the 

Reverſe 
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Reverſe of ſome of his Medals a Bull atta- 
ued, held or drag'd by the Horns, with 
theſe words ſubjoyn'd, Armenia, Captasz by 
which was intimated his , Conqueſt over 
that Country , which was ſo copiouſly 
productive of that ſort of Cattle, In- 
. deed when moſt of the Roman Emperours 
had obtain'd any ſolemn Conqueſt over auy 
foreign Army or Province, they were ac- 
cuftomed to preſerve the Remembrance of 
that ſignal Atchivement , by repreſenting 
my Reverſe of their Coyns a Sagum or 
Military Caflock, ſometimes hanging on an 
Oak, and ſometimes lodg'd on a Palm Tree. 
When they inſtituted or eſtabliſhed any Co- 
lony , if it, was erected on the Maritime 
parts of any Province, thgy uſed to inſculp 
on the right ſide of their Coyn the Name of 
the deſigned Colony, and on the Reyerſe 
the Beak or Head of a Ship (the antient Hie- 
roglyphick of Naval Peregrinations. ) But if 
again 1t were form'd or fix'd in the more In- 


land parts, they likewiſe ſtamp'd the name

Scalliger in his 
Manilian Exercitations obſerves) on their 
Antient Coins, by a River a Horſeman in full 
career armed with a Lance with this Motto 
affixed, Decurſvo. On ſome Coins of Antoni- 
»us Pius the Emperour, the Reverſe bears the 
Sculpture of a Woman attired in Blew , ſeat- 
ed on a Rack circumſcribed and environed 
with the Sea,with this Inſcription ſubjoyned, |! 
Britannia 3 by which was lagcod that Bri- 
tain was an Ifland ; or elſe tacitly ſuggeſted | 
that Dominion and Empire ſhe was entitled | 
to, over the circumambient Ocean. Upon | 
the Reverſe of an Antient Coin in my own | 
polleſhion, there is a Woman placed on a 
Rock, ſupporting a Pillar in one Hand, and 
leaning the other on a pan of Fire, with theſe 
Words annexed, Conitantia Imperatoris : the 
Head is fo defaced, that unleſs it be the Ethgi- 
es of Pertinax, Iknow not whom to entitle 
itto. There is on the Reverſe of a Medal of 
Antinous , who was Deified by the Emperour 
Adrian, the Effigies of a Man halding a wing- | 
ed Horſez now Celebrity of Fame amongſt 
the Grecians was typified by a Pegaſus mount» | 
ing up to Heaven, from whence we may con- 
clude that they only in the Vogue of Adrian 
yere fit to be enrolled in the Regiſter of 

Conſccrations 
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had merited it by a Celebrity of Fame or 
Beauty below. 

Having ſo often mentioned the Roman 
Coms and Medals, I ſhall take a briet Pro- 
ſpe of ſome Coins in Uſe amongſt the Greeks 
and Kemans; and firſt I ſhall diſcover that 
the Anents inſculped ſeveral Signatures or 
Images on their Money from which Imprefli- 
on they borrowed the Appellation of Nuzzm; 
Philippei, Alexandrei , Berenicii , Demarctii, 
Darici, Ptolemaici, from the Faces or Aſpects 
of thoſe Kings or Queens; namely, Philip, 


1 Alexander, Ecrenice, Demaretus, Darins, Pto- 


| lomy, whoſe Sculpture did adorn their Me- 


dals. 

Hence was it that the Signature of an Owl 
did illuſtrate the Attick, Money 3 that of a 
Pegaſus was ſtamped on the Corinthian Coin 3 
bur the Impreſs of a Mouſe was viſible on 
that of Argos; the Image of a Horſe was in- 
ſculped on the Coin of Cephaloriia 3 thoſe of 
Mitylene did adorn theirs with the Image of 
Sapphe 3 and the Coin of Chios or Gio, did 


| repreſent the Ponrtraicture of Hoxer 3 and in 


Imitation of theſe, the Romans antiently and 
originally did ſtamp on the Reverſe of their 
Coins either a Ship , orclſe the Image of Ja- 
ms with two Faces.

Engliſh Halfpenny. The Roman Coin (tiled 
b - enypy , contained two Afles and an Half, 
" The YViforiatus or Quinarins was proportio- 
nate in its Eſtimate to five Aſſes, Now the 
Roman Alles were Coin of ſo contemptible an! 
account , that by the ſuffrage of all, one of 
them did amount to but four fifths of a 
Penny. | 
The Roman Ciitophari were a Specics off 
Coin that were in value equal to half of the 
Attick Trinarnica., Now the Trinarnica did 
in their weight poile an Attick. Dram , that is 
the Eighth part of an Ounce. The Drach- 
ma was the Denarius Conſularis , or Conſular 
Penny , as the Triobolus was the Semi-Drach- 
114,07 Semi-Denarius Conſularis, the half Con- 
ſular penny. Now the Awrcns , a piece of 
Gold ſo ſtiled amongſt the Romans, did when 
Rome was under the Government of Con- 
ſuls , weigh two Derarii , that is fifteen Shil- 
lings Sterling3 but under the Emperours its 
weight decreaſed to thirteen Shillings Ster- 
ling. The Koman Stater in Silver was valued 
at two Shillings four pence; but in Gold its 
| Eſtimate 
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Eſtimate' was rated at ſixteen Shillings four 
pence Sterling. | 

The Aurexns under Severns was firſt called 
Solidus, becauſe then it was divided into two 
Parts, viz. the Semiſſes and Tremiſ/es, and fo 
relatively to theſe the whole Aurens had the 
Appellation of Solidxs impoſed upon it. 

The lefler Talent among the Romans 
weighed ſixty pound , which was proportio- 
nate in its Eſtimate to one Hundred ſeventy 
nine pound Sterling 3 But the greater Talent 
amongſt that people ſwelled in its Bulk and 
Volume to a weight of eighty pound 3 that 1s 
equivalent in its Value to two Hundred nine- 
ty nine pound and a Noble Sterling. 

There were othcr Coins called Hypatia,Tre- 
miſia aud Hemiſia, which indeed were Medals 
ſcattered amongſt the People at the Solemn 
Inauguration of the Roman Emperours. So 
amongl(t the Greeks there were Coins, or ra- 
ther Medals, which had the Title of Epicozr- 
bia beſtowed upon them 3 three of which be- 
ing of Silver , and three of Gold, accompa- 
nied with three little pieces of Braſs, were 
treaſured up in little Bundles faſtned or tied 
about with linnen Ligatures, and to the Num- 
ber of ten Thouſand were by the Injunction 
and Command of the Greek Emperours 
thrown and diſperſed amongſt the Peaple 
ncar the Aſcent or Threſho!d of the Pallace,

after their Publick Un&ion and Inthronizati- 
on. Both which are more amply diſcovered 
to us by Mr. Selder in his Learned and Ela» 
borate Tract of Tiles of Honour,

Pon the Reverſe of ſeveral Conſular 
A Denariiand Imperial Coin alſo, there 
is the Figure of a Woman ſtanding. and 
reaching out a Patera or ſacrificing Diſh to a 
Serpent 3 By the Woman Urſims conjectures 
1s underſtood Juno Sofpita the Patroneſs of 
Rome, when ſhe was afflifted with the incum- 
bent preſſure of any Diſtemper 3 for my ”= 
ticular, I rather believe the Figure repreſents 
the Genius of Rome it ſelf, who offers up an 
Oblation to a Serpent,the Symbol of Aſcula+ 
pixs to divert the Peſtilence and other Di- 
feaſes that then perchance aflaulted the City. 
On the Reverſe of a Denarins of Mark An- 
thony publiſhed by Urſinus, there is the Fi- 
gu of a Man ſtanding in a Chariot drawn 
y four Sea Horſes, which was impreſt to 
tgnifie his Dominion over the Land and Sea. 
Upon the Reverſe of a Cpin of Ang»ſtns 
there is a Plexus ſtamped with this Inſcription, 
Libertas Auguſti, Now the Pilens or _ 
an 
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and a little Wand ſtiled Radis or Vindi#a, 
with which the Pretor ſoftly touched Slaves 
on their Heads upon their Manumiſhon, were 
ever the Enligns of Freedom ; hence it was 
that when Brutws had ſacrificed Ceſar to the 
Publick Liberty, he inſculped on his Demarii 
a Pilews between two Daggers. After the 
Battle of AFinm, Augnitus did engrave on the 
Reverſe of his Coyn, a Capricorn, to ſignitie 
he was born under the Auſpicious Influence 
of that Sign , whoſe Feet leaned upon the 
Helm of a Ship, to intimate his Victory was 
Naval, and a Globe to declare the Empire 
that accrued to his Family by that Conquelt, 
and a Cormecopia to diſcover that Plenty was 
likewiſe the Reſult of his Succels. So Yeſpa- 
fan and Titzs impreſt on the Reverſe of their 
Coyn two demy Capricorns riſing Back to 
Back out of the Globe 3 the Globe fignified 
their Empire, and the two demy Capricorns, 
the double Succeſs that attended the Vittori- 
ous Arms of thoſe two Emperours. Upon 
another Coyn of Angnitzs is ſtamped an half 
Moon between five Stars; the Moon did de- 
note the Increaſe of his Empire, the five 
Stars did repreſent ( as Urſin» aftirms) five 
eminent Games, asthe LudiSeculares , and 
others that were celebrated under his Go- 
vernment;zthough I rather believe the twoup- 
per did iatimate that he was deſcended from 
Venus 


Verns and Romulus, the two middlemoſt Stars 
did declare his Empire over the Eaſt and 
Welt , and the Star in Baſe the Conſecration 
of Julins Ceſar : And my Opinion is eſtabli- 
ſhed by another Coyn of Axguſtus publiſhed 
by Seg#inus , on whoſe Reverſe a Cupid is 
mounted on a Dolphin between two Stars 
the Cupid denoted Argyſtus himſelf, the Dol- 
hin ( who amongſt the Antients was the 
Symbol of Love) ſignified Yexus to whom this 
Fiſh was peculiarly devoted; the two Stars 
were Phoſphorus and Heſperns , which were 
ſtill the Emblems of the Eaſt and Welt : So 
two Stars charged upon a Lion Paſlant, and 
engraven upon ſome Coyns of Leo the Empe- 
rour , (ignified his Dominion over the Eaſtern 
and Weſtern Parts of the World : as a Star 
charged upon a Lyon Pallant and inſculped 
upon both the Antient Rowan Denarii , and 
Imperial Coyn , was a Symbol either of en- 
crealing Youth, or augmented Empire. Upon 
the Reverſe of a Coyn of Tiberixs there is 
exhibited a pair of Scales in Sculpture, to in- 
timate the Juſtice and Equity ef "that Empe- 
rour:and the Inſcription ſubjoyned is #quitas 
Angnjti, which affords Light to ghat Maxim of 
the Civil Law,whichraflerts,that #quitss Legis 
eſt Convenientia Rerum in dnobus Paribus, Pro- 
portionate to this 1s the Figure of a Wo- 
man inſculped on ſome Imperial Coyns,

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holding a pair of Scales, with this Inſcription 
added, Moneta; to infinuate that Money re- 
ceived its value from its weight : And to con- 
firm this Deductionzon the Reverſe of a Coyn 
of Diocletian mentioned by 0cc2, there is the 
Figure of a Woman 1n her left Hani! holding 
a yair of Scales, and in her right Hand a 
Cornucopia, to ſuggeſt that Juſtice and Equity

Upon the Re- 
verſe of a Coyn of Nero's, publiſhed by Span- - 
heimins, there is the Signature of the Sepza or 
Cuttlefiſh, the m_ the Pompilus,and laſtly 
the Gammarns or Creytiſh, all which amongſt 
the Romans were the Repreſentations of Pre- 
gnancy and Fertility: from whence it was that 
Nero upon the Birth of his Daughter Claudia 


hement exultation, inſculped theſe Symbols 
as Index's of her Fecundity. Upon the Re- 
verſe of a Coyn of 0tho's there is an Eagle 
with expanded Wings , treading upon a. 
Branch of Olive , whoſe Beak ſupports a 
Crown of Laurel, with an half Moon be- 
rween her Legs, and a Branch of Palm lodged 
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upon her right Wing ; the Eagle typifies the 
Romian Empire, the Olive Branch repreſents 
that Peace which he deligned to alines by 
his Victories intimated by the Palm and Lau- 
rel to the People of Rome; the Creſcent was 
the Emblem of his newly blooming Authori- 
ty. On a Coyn of Vite/ins is ſtamped the 
Cortina or covering of the Trips, at the Por- 
tal of which is placed a Crow , a Bird dedi- 
cated to Apo/o, as being the Emblem of Saga- 
city; and on the top of it islodged a Dolphin 
to ſhew the Maritime Situation of 'Delphos :

Coyn of Yeſpaſian , and likewiſe Domitiar, 
there is the Sculpture of a Serpent incumbent 
on a Horſe, to intimate that both Prudence 
and Celerity are exacted in the Managery of 
Afﬀairs that are of Publick Concernment. 
On the Reverſe of a Coyn of Trajar, there 
is an Owle perched upon a Fillar to intimate 
the perpetuity and fixed conſtancy of the 
vigilancy of that Emperour. On a Coyn of 
Marcus Aurelins there is a Cupid beſtriding 
a Tyger,to ſuggeſt rous that Love does charm 
and mollifie the moſt ſavage and barbarous 
AﬀeCtions. On the Coin of Caraca//a and 
Maximianns there isa Lion paſlant , vos 
e 
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Head is adorned with Rayes , and whoſe 
Mouth contains a Thunderbolt ; the Lion 
Paſlant is the Symbol of Prudence, the Rays 
either of Majeſty or Divinity, and the Thun- 
derbolt both of Providence and Empire. 
And from hence it was that the Kings of Epire 
did ſtamp on their Coyn a Thunderbolt in 
Feſſe , between a Star in Chief, and a Dart in 
Baſe 3 the Star did fignifie the Splendor and 
flouriſhing condition of their Monarchy , or 
elſe their Deſcent from Hercules that was 
then Deified , the Thunderbolt their Power, 
and the Dart the celerity and ſuddenneſs ei.

By Venus may 
be underſtood the Earth, for that is the beau- 
tiful Mother of all living Productions.

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Adonis (as Macrobixs affirms) is implied the 
Sun, who is (lain by the Boar, that is, the 
Winter 3 for then his Beams are faint and in- 
firm; and which is wild, untratable and 
rough, as that Creature, and deplored by 
Venns, that is, the Earth deprived at that 
Seaſon of the more vigorous Influence and

fame Identity. Ageon 1s aftirmed to have the 
cuſtody of Hell Gates, becauſe the winds by 
which he is underſtood, arc often impriſoned 
in the Entrails and Inclofures of the Earth and 
pea. £geon commences a War againſt Jwpi- 
ter,when theWinds obſcure the Heavens with 
congeſted Clouds, which are broken and dil- 
pelled by Thunder, and-the Winds appeaſed: 
And becauſe #tra never diſgorges Fire, but 
when ſome Sulphurous Winds or Exhalations 
are collected or generated in the hollow 
Holes or Caverns thereof, therefore #geor 
is ſaid tolic and move there, 
- Aolus,Monarch of the Winds,is ſtiled Jupi- 
ters Son, becauſe Winds are produced by the 
Motion and Influence of the Heavens : He 
was an Aſtronomer, and could preſage ſtorms 
and calms : It was conjectured. he had the do- 
minion of the Winds. His City was affirmed 
to be walled with Bra(s, becanſe itawas ſecu- 


| xed with armed men. The Marriages between 


Aolus and aSea-Nymph intimate the relati- 
on that is between the Wind and the Ocean. 
He reigned over Itlands becauſe they are moſt

| theLute,to declare the reſemblance and equal 
Power of Eloquence and Muſick. Elo- 
" quence being a ſpeaking Harmony and Mu- 
c>k, a ſpeechleſs Eloquence ; the one by 
words, the other by ſounds having an In- 
| fluence on the AﬀeCtions. The erecting of 
; the Walls of Thebes by his Muſick, declares 
that the rudeſt people are drawn to Religion, 
| Policy and Civility by the Magick and forci-

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hand, and with a Shield and two Arrows in 
the other; by which, peradventure, they un- 
derſtood that God was not only a, puniſher of 
Impiety, but a rewarder of Goodneſs ; as 
he had two Arrows, fo he had various pu- 
niſhments, yet he hath reſeryed the melodi- 
ous Harp of his Mercy to ſweeten them; and 
having but two Arrqws hath three Graces, to 
intimate he hath a greater ſtock of Mercies 
than Puniſhments ; and therefore the ſame 
Hand that graſps the Arrows, ſuſtains alſo the 
Shield,to declare,that even they when his Ar- 
rows areleyelled at us, bis Shield ſecuresand 
ſhelters us. Apol/o, the ſame ;Deity with 
the Sun,was by Antiquity painted with Wings 
to- ſignifie the ſwiftneſs of his Motion, and 
with one fide of his Head ſhaved, and the o= 
ther hairy ; by which. was intimated, that 
Whilſt the Sun enhghtned one Hemiſphere, 
the other was dark:;, for by his,hair they (ignt- 
fied his Beams, and by his baldaeſs, Darkneſs 
produced by his abſence : His Tripos may lig- 
nifie the three Circles in the Zodiack which e- 
very year he touches, namely the Ecliptick, 
and two Tropicks : His Shoes and Garments 
were of Gold, to diſcover. to us the Reful- 
gency of his Beams. - The Sun was ſometimes | 
painted by the Ancients adorned with a | 
Crown, ſtudded with twelve Jems, and ſome- 
times with four Urns, or Pitchers at his feet ;

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by which was ſignified the year, with its 
twelve Moneths and four Seaſons : Sometimes 
again they placed him on a Lion, with a Baſ- 
ket on his head, and a Lance in his hand, with 


_ the Image of Victory on it, by which they 


intimated that the heat of the Sun fubdues 
the wildeſt Creatures, and that all their plen- 
ty and filling of their baskets, reſulted from 
his influence, who like a triumphant Conque- 
rour, rides in his Golden Chariot of light a- 
bout the world, 

Neptune and Apollo were affirmed to build the 
Walls of Troy, becauſe Morter and Brick are 
compoſed by the Aid of Water and Heat ; or 
elſe becauſe Laomedon either purloined or 
borrowed ſome Treaſure out of the Temples 
of Apol/o and Neptune, to erett them. 

Aſopus was the name of a River in Zeotia, 
ſtiled the Son of Jupiter or of Neptune ;, to in- 
timate, that all Rivers are cithet begot of the 
Air convertcd into Rain, or of the Sea. A- 


ſopus was- deſtroyed by FJupiters Thunder, 


whilſt he purſued after him to reſcue his 

Daughter #gi»z from his intemperate em- 

braces; by which may beſignified that the Ri- 
dried up by thelin of the Air. 

Atlas was a King of Manritanis, who from 
the eminency and bigneſs of his Stature was 
fabuloully atlerted ro be transformed into a 
Mountain of that name ; He was faid hkewtle 

ro 


-- 
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to have a Garden of Golden Apples becauſe 
of the plenty of Golden Mines in his King- 
dome. Atlas was the name of an Hill, which 
from the height of it was affirmed to ſupport 
Heaven 3 and to be begotten of Heaven and 
of Day becauſe of the continual Light lodg- 
ed on the Top of it, as being not obſcured 
with Miſts, or diſordered with Vapours and 
Clouds. This is the name of him who firſt 
diſcovered the learning of Aſtronomy, and 
the invention of the Sphere, and from this 
knowledge was ſaid to G—_— Heaven.. 

Anrora was aſletted by Antiquity to be the 
Daughter of Hyperion which ſignifies togo a- 
bove, for it is from above we have the light 
of the Sun : her Mother was Thia,to intimate 
thatit is by divineGift that we enjoyLight;for 
nothing doth more exemplarily repreſent the 
Divinity than Lightzher Charriot ſignifies her 
Motion,which ſometimes hath wo Heal 
four Horſes, to declare that ſometimes ſhe riſes 
flower and ſometimes ſooner, The reſtorin 
of antient Tithonws to youth by Phyſick, dil- 
covers tous that thoſe Medicinal Drugs and 
Simplesthat are tranſported from the Eaſt, are 
powerful for the improvement of Health, and 
reſtitution of vigour to the body. 

Bacchus was worſhipped with Ceres, and e- 
ſteemed her inſeparable Companion 3 to infi- 
nuate,that our life is ſuſtained jointly by Corn 


and 
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and Wine, and that one without the other 
will not ſupport us long : Bacchss is ſaid to be 
extracted out of his Mother Semeles Aſhes, 
becauſe they being hot, are eſteemed good 
Compoſt for the Roots of Vines : and to be 
cheriſhed in Jupiters Thighzbecauſe the Vine 


| np beſt ina warm Air. And fince moi- 


e is required to the increaſe and improve- 
ment of Wine, therefore Bacchus is ſaid to be 
nurſed and educated by the Nymphs and Hy- 
edes : He was painted ſometimes with a bald 


| Head,with a Sith or Sickle in one Hand, with 


a Jugge or Pitcher in the other, alſo witha 
Womans Garment, and a Chaptet of Roſes 
about his head, which may denote the con- 
ſequences or Effects of Wine ; It produces 
Baldneſs, becauſe its immoderate uſe or exceſs 
dries up the Radical Moiſture of the Brain, 
and fills it with ſuperfluous and adventitious 
humours which introduce Baldneſs : the Sith 
demonſtrates that the diſorderly taking in of 
Wine (typified by the Pitcher) 1s an effici- 
ent cauſe of the abbreviation and cutting off 
of humane life : the Womans veſture and gar- 
land of Roſes repreſent the effeminacy of 
Drunkards, and that propenſion to Venery, 
to which Wine and Roſes are powerful inceri- 
tives and provocatians. Bacchus was always 
repreſented naked, to intimate that wine 


diſmantles the inclofures of the Soul, and o- 
pens 
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pens ſecrets, and therefore the chattering Pis 
was as his own Bird peculiarly aſſigned an 
devoted unto him; and becauſe Wine quick- 
ens and fefines ingenuity,thetefore the quick- 
fighted Drigon was conſecrated to Bacchn# 
likewiſe, His Chariot was drawn by Pan- 
thers, Tyg=rs and Linxes, to ſiggeſt tous the 
Rage, Violence, diſordered Faflions, and o-- 
ther variety of humours (noted by the Linx- 
es) that reſult troth exceſs of Wine. 

Boreas was the Son of Neptime and brother 
of Iris; for as Winds are the product of ma- 
ritime Vapours, ſo ate Rains, Clouds, and 
Rainbows by the aid of the Sun. Boreas ra- 
viſhes fair 0rithia, or the Notth-Wind blafts 
and deflours beauty. | | | 

Zetis and Calans the Sons of Boreas, that is 
Cold and Drineſs, diflipate the Harpies, that 
is Southern Peſtilential Vapours which are ſo 
ruinous and deltruttive to living Creatures : 
For inthe SouthernWind there are three pro- 
perties correſpondent to the three names of 
the Harpies, ſudden and ſwift blaſts, that is 0+ 
cipite, ſtorms #1lo, and obſcurity Celeno.

Therctore Ce- 
res would not attance her Daughter Proſer- 
pina to Mars, though he made his addreſles 
to her ; for Huſbandry,which is the improve- 
ment of Corn, is diſordered and ſub- 
verted by War ; nor yet eſpouſe her 
to Apollo, who had made the like amorous 
applications to her 3 becauſe wiſe Men 
are fitter to guide and aw | the Helm of 
State, than manage and conduct the Plough. 
Ceresis Corn, which Saturn and Ops, that is, 
Time and the Earth produce. Proſerpina is 
the Seed which Pluto raviſhes, becauſe it 
lies ſome ſpace concealed under ground. 
The lighting of Torches, is the Heat and 
Light of the Sun and Moon, « | whoſe in- 
fluence the Corn is matur'd and generated. 
Therefore Ceres is ſaid to obſcure her ſelf, 
that is, the Corn is not ſeen, until Pax, that 
is the Sun, by his Heat diſcovers and extradts 
it. The nouriſhing of Triptolemus by day 
with Milk, and by night with Fire, is the 
fomenting of the Corn with Rain by day, 
and the improving it with Heat in the Bow: 
clsof the Earth by night. The taſting of 

Pluto's 
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Pluto's Fruit, is that Food and Nouriſhment 
which 1s imparted to the Corn by the Earth. 
Ceres was anciently depicted, riding ina Cha- 
riot drawn by two Dragons, or Winged Ser- 
pents; by which was intimated that both 
Corn, and Huſbandry, receive their perfeCti- 
on by Celerity, Vigilance and Prudence. 
Cetws was a King of Aſia, not far diſtant 
from Troy 3 which laid the Baſis of that Ficti- 
on which afhrmed him to be a Sea Monſter : 
he was an adverſary to the Trojans 3 and did 
them much prejudice by his naval —_—_ 5 
therefore hes (tiled theWhale,or ſtupendous 
Fiſh, invading the Shore, and deſtroying the 
Trojans; who were forced to becalm his fu- 
ry, by proſtituting their Daughtersto his luſt, 
This is that Cetzs, that in ſubſequent Times 
made an inroad into the Territories of Ce- 
phexs, and had defloured his Daughter Ar- 
dromeda, had he not been ſubdued, and 
deſtroyed by Perſess. | 
The Chimera, that Belerophon ſubdued, 
was a Monſtrous Compoſition; having the 
head of a Lion, breathing Fire 3 the Belly of 
a Goat,” and the Tail of a Dragon: By which 
ſome underſtand a Mountain, on whoſe top 
were Lions, and Vulcans of Fire ; about the 
middle,Goats and Paſturezand at the Foot of 
it, Serpents or Dragons 3 which was by Bel- 
lerophon made habitable : other more pro-

cury and Hercules, to declare that Love is 
molt vigorous when he is attended by Elg- 
quence and Magnanimity:They puortrai'dhim 
likewiſe young, for Love mult never decay ; 
with Wings, Loye mult be ;{wiftz Naked, 
for in the: tranſactions of Love, the Heart 
and Tongye. muſt be of one piece; and our 
Addrefſles are not. to be attired with the ſpe- 
ciqus Veſture of. Hypocrily 3. Blind, for in the 
Mantle of Love are wrapped up many imper- 
tections : His: Head was adorned with Roſes, 
to declare the . deleftable complacence of 
Lovez .and,;thole, caſt into the Figure of a 
Crown,, to mamfeſt his Empire, Sway and 

Dominion..,',The Image of a Lioneſs with lit- 
tle Cupids di {porting about her, ſome tying 
her to a Pillar, others pouring drink into her 
Mouth with a Horn, do repreſent to us, that 
the molt ſavage Creatures are reclaimed by 
Love. Therefore Cupid graſps a Roſe in one 
hand, and fupportsa Dolphin in the other, to 
declare the Properties of Love, which- are

By the Cyclops ſome underſtand Water, for 
they are ſaid to be begot of Neptune and Am

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Phitrite, and yet they were ſubſervient to 
Vulcan, that is Fire; to intimate that in Gene- 
ration, Moiſture and Heat are complicated, 
that no produttions can be compleat without 
their mixture. By the Cyclops, others do ap- 
prehend thoſe Vapours which by the Influ- 
ence of Heaven are drawn out of the Earth 
and Sea, and lodging in the Air engender 
Thunder and Lightning to be miniſterial to 
Jupiter. Thereforethey are ſaid to inhabit near 
the Hill Z#tna in Sicily, becauſe Heat is the 
Parent of Thunder ; they were thruſt down

By Gerion with three Bodies and one Head 
ſome underſtand a City ſtiled Tricarinia, e- 
rected upon three Hills, in which Gerzoz 
dwelt when he was deſtroyed by Hercwles : 
Others by this Fiction aftirm him to be King of 
three Iflands annexed to Spain, named Cadiz, 
Eritkia and Tarteſſns,which were three bodies 
politique united to one Head : But the gene- 
ral opinion is, that there were three brothers 
that ruled in Spair with that complaiſant A- 
greement, Unanimity and Aﬀedtion, that 
though they had three bodies yet their 
Counſcls were fo cimented,that they appear- 
ed to have but one Head; theſe were ſubdu- 
ed by Hercules, who Sailed to Spain in a Bra- 
zen Pot, that is, in a Powerful Fleet, fraught 
with Armor of Brals. | 

By the Gi2zts that commenced a War a- 
gainſt Heaven, the Ancients underſtood the 
V/inds and Vapours which are the Children 

of 
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of the Earth and of Celws, for they are bred 
ig Subterraneous Caverns, and fomented by 
Rain, which may be ſtiled the Blood of Hea- 
ven; they are ſaid to rebel againſt Jupiter 
when they diſcompoſe the Air, and are tranſ- 
pierc'd with 4poZo's and Diana's Arrows,that 
15 diſpelled & exhauſted by the Beams and In- 
fuences of the Sun and Moon:their hairy Feet 
denoted theWindings & Rollings of Vapoursz 
their Hairineſs,their Varicty and Copioulnels, 
Venus and Cupid were ſaid to accompany 
the Graces, to1ntimate that Humane Nature 
s preſerved by Generation, repreſented by 
Ven and Cupid, and by Mutual Benevojence 
and Bounty expreſſed by the three Graces, 
which were Thalia a floufiſhing Eſtate, Aglaia 
Honour or Glory, Enphroſyne true Joy and 
Comfort, which are the Handmaids of Love. 
The Temple of the Graces was erected in the 
midſt of the Street, that all perſons mighe 
remember to be both Bountiful and Gratefa 
Apollo and Mercury are painted ſometimes 
uſhering the Graces to declare the Prudence 
and Celerity are requiſite to that ſuppor- 
ting of Thanksgiving and Bounty. Semeca 
by the three Graces underſtands three forts of |þ 
Benefits, ſome given, ſome received, and | 
ſome returned back upon the Benefacfor 3 
rwo look towards us, and one hath her Face 
from us, becauſe Benefits are oftentimes dou- 


bly 
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bly requited : They claſp each other by the 
Hand, becauſe in beneficence there ſhould be 
no Interruption : they are naked, or as ſome 
athrm they are attired with a thin and tran 
parent Veſture, becauſe Bounty ſhould (till 
combine with Sincerity : Their Smiling and 
ſerene Aſpect diſcovers to us that Benetits 
ſhould be given freely; they are ſtill young, 
becauſe the Remembrance of Benefits ſhould 


never wax Old. They have Winged Feer, 


to infinuate that our Beneficence ſhould be 
quick and active. 

By Hercules ſome underſtand the Sun, who 
1s the Glory of the Air, which then glitters 
moſt when it is gilt and enamclled with the 
Beams of the Sun. His twelve Labours are the 
twelve ſigns of the Zodiack which every year 
he paſſes thorough, and all thoſe Vapours and 
Clouds which he diſhipates and exhauſts, - are 
thoſe Difficultics and Oppolitions which Jung 
the Air caſts before him, to obſcure his Glory. 
He is married to Hebe the Goddels of Youth, 
becauſe when he returns tous in the Spring, 
the World buds forth again in- a renewed 
Youth. By Hercules the Ancients did not on- 


ly underſtand Magnanimity and Courage , 


but the power of Eloquence likewiſe 3 which 
they expreſfled, when they painted him with 
Chains proceeding from his Tongue, and ti- 
ed to the Ears of People, whom he drew at- 
ter 
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ter him ; by which they ſignified how power- 
ful Eloquence is to ſubdue the Aﬀettions of 
the Vulgar, and toattract them from far, The 
Romans were accultomed to worlhip Aercury 
within the City, and Hercules without, to ſug- 
ge(t that theirCommon-wealth was ſupported 
by Strength and Induſtry abroad, ith E- 
loquence and Policy at home. Soldiers and 
Wreſtlers uſed to conſecrate their Devotions 
to Mercury and Hercwles together,to intimate 
that in War and Wreſtling, Policy and 
Strength ſhould ſtill unite in an equal Combi- 
nation, | 

Some by the golden Apples of the Atlanti- 
des or Heſperides underſtandSheep of a on 
Fleece like Gold ; for Mix» in Greek, {ignites 
both an Apple &a Sheep: Theſe SheepHereules 
tranſported from Africa toExrope,after he had 
deſtroyed Draco the Shepherd:By theſe Gold- 
en Apples may be ſignified a Golden Mine 
- near Mount Atlas in Africa,which Hercules firſt 
diſcovered. By this Garden guarded by a 
Dragon may be underſtood ſome rich Or- 
chard environed by a winding Branch of the 
Sea, which Hercules paſſed over,or by cutting 
it and diverting the Tide made the paſlage o- | 
pen : Laſtly by the three Daughters of Heſpe- | 
riaand the Golden Apples may be meant the | 
Stars, which becauſe they _ to appear in | 
the Evening may be ſtiled the Daughters of | 
Heſperia 
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Heſperia or Heſperws, and becauſe the Stars are 
round like Apples and of a Golden Colour, 
therefore they fell under the notion of Gol- 
den Apples. By the Dragon may be under- 
ſtood the Zodiac, which winds about the 
Earth like a Dragon or Serpent : By the Con- 
queſt of Hercules over the Dragon, and car- 
tying away the Golden Apples, may be 
meant the Sun, whoſe appearance takes away 
the ſight of the Stars and Zodiac. 

By Hyacinthas, a beautiful Youth, beloved 
by Apollo, and deſtroyed by Zephyras, and af- 
ter transformed into a Flower 5 may be {igni- 
fied that all Flowers, and eſpecially the Hja- 
cinth,proſper when they are glanced upon and 
fomented by the Beams & calmer Influence of 
the Sun, but are deſtroyed by the ruder blaſts 
& injurious Impreſſions of theWind.By Apollos 
ſhooting his Arrows at Zephyrns and chaſing 
him to the Mountains, to expiate the ruine of 
Hyacinthus,may be underſtood,that the beams 
of the Sun which are his Arrows, diſpel and 
conſume thoſe Vapours, that are the matter 
that ſtock and ingender the Winds.

ſed to call upon Hymreners lo they were accu- 
{tomed to invoke the Goddeſs Concordia in 
their Marriages, and to abandon all Military 
Inſtruments, as the Trumpet &c. contentin 
themſclves with the Harp, and other Muſic 
Inſtruments ſubſervient to the ſofter ſtrains of 
peacez by which was intimated that in Ma- 
trimony, Love, Concord, Peace and Union 
of Aﬀectians ſhould be entertained 3 and no- 
thing that might reliſh of Diſcord or Animo- 
lity. 

By Tepetns the Gentiles underſtood Hea- 
ven, and theſwift Motion of it 3 whoſe Sons 
are, Atlas, the Axis on which the Heavens 
rowl about and divides the lower from the 
upper Hemiſphere; his ſecond Son was Heſpe- 
rxs,' for all the Stars being parts, may be hi 
led the Sons of Heaven: His other Sons Pro- 
methens and Epimethens, may ſignify the Ra- 
rional Soul, whoſe Original is celeſtial, it 
pro- 
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provident, it may be ſtiled Prometheas, if nep- 
Iigent, Fpimetheus introducing Sorrow. and 
Repentance with it : And Atlzs may be deno- 
minated the Son of Heaven, if we under- 
ſtand the Mountain of that name; becauſe of 
its near approach to the Firmament 3; from 
which it was judged to ſupport it : His 
Daughters were the Pleiades and other knots 
of Stars: | 

By Janus, Macrobius underſtands the Sun : 
Therefore the Gentiles conſtituted him Guar- 
dian of the four Doors of Heaven; the Ealt- 
ern 1s the Spring, out of which he ſeems to 
come 3 the Weſtern is the Winter, into which 
he appears to return when he moves from us.

phants or Slanderers, but many for com- 
plaints and advice: they gave him alſo three 
Eyes, whereof one was fituated in his fore- 
head, todeclare that the Knowledge of Prin- 
ces ſhould be more eminent and ſublime, by 
ſceing farther and higher than any private 


ſpecu- 
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ſpeculation. Juſtice is always painted by Ju- 
piter, to ſignitie that the actions of Princes 
muſt be juſt and equitable. Jupiter ſubdued 
Ageon and the remainder of the Giarts, to 
manifeſt that Kings muſt not ſuffer Tyranny 
and Opprefſion to paſs unchaſtiſed. Jupiter 
isfaid to have begot divers Daughters, ſtiled 
Prayers, to rok an that Princes muſt have a 
paternal care of their peoplestntreaties and 
addreſſes,and not reje& or contemn them. Ju- 
piter eſpouſed Metis which ſignifies Counſel, 
and after by ſwallowing her, conceived Pal- 
las in his Brain; ſo Princes muſt wed theme« 
ſelves to ſober Counſellors, and by ſwallow- 
ing their ſage advice, their Heads ſhall be 
pregnant with Wiſdome, and they ſhall pro- 
duce prudent Aftions. Jupiter was Father of 
the Muſes, to intimate that Princes ſhould be 
Patrons and Guardians of learned men. 


_* Txion was tied to a Wheel with Snakes, 


which may denote he was a Man corroded 
with Malice and Envy,&that the Lives of Ty- 
rants are as unſteady and unſtable as a Wheel. 

Lycaon was a Bloody Prince of Arcadia, 
who was by Jupiter ſaid to be changed in- 
to a Wolt; which fabulous Legend had its 
riſe and growth either from his Barba- 
rous Tyranny and oppreſſion, or from his 
being infeſted with the Diſeaſe tiled 
Lycanthropia which renders men melan-» 
= Y I 3 choly, 
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choly, ſad, deſolate, ravenous and ſavage, 
or clſe being expelled his Kingdome for Nis 
barbarous exceſles in Government he retired 


| into the Woods, where he lived the Life of 


a Wolf, by pillaging and deſtroying of Paſ- 
ſengers; or fourthly , becauſe he wore a 
Wolts Skin, and inſtructed his people to co- 
ver and ſecure their houſes with the Skins 
of Wolves and other ſavage Beaſts; or laſtly 
he is aftkrmed to receive this transformation 
becauſe he was the firſt that devoted the 
Feaſts ſtiled Lycea tothe Honour of Jwpiter, 
who gathered from thence the Appellation 
of Jupiter Lyc4us. 

Lincws a King of Sicily is aflerted by the 
fictions of Antiquity to be by Ceres for his 
Murder of Triptolemws tranſmuted into aLynx5 
to intimate to us, that when Princes become 
Tyrants, they ceaſe to be men, and degene- 
rate into the nature of the molt ſavage Beaſts: 
or elſe by this was ſuggeſted that he was a 
Prince of various, inconſtant and unſteady 
reſolutions, typified by the Spots and party- 
colour'd Skin of the Lynx. He was a Prince 
of that quick and active ſight, that he is 
aftirmed that he could fee through the 
thickeſt bodies of Trees, the body of the 
Moon and that of the Earth, nay to takeCog- 
nizance of Ships in the remoteſt Harbours 3 
but all theſe were Romances, which if we un- 
veil, 
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veil, we ſhall diſcover that they inſinuate to 
us, that Princes ſtanding upon the Barttle- 
ments of Sovereignty ſee farther than other 
men; and becauſe Lincxs was the firſt that 
diſcovered thoſe Mines that lie locked up in 
Subterraneous Reccſles, he is ſaid to ſee 
through the body of the Earth; and from his 
exact knowledge of the Nature of Trees, he 
is athirmed to have ſeen through the bodies of 
Oaks; and becauſe he had made accurate ob- 
{ervations of the Changes of the Moon, there- 
fore he is aſlcrted to have ſhot his viſive 
beams thorough the body of that Planet 3 
and from his inſpe&tion into the cauſes of 
Winds and Tides, he was ſaid to take a view 
of Ships in the molt diſtant Harbours. 

Mars was ſtiled by the Antients the Deity 
of War, becauſe he was the firſt that inſtitu- 
ted Military Diſcipline : his Mother was Jz- 
20, to intimate that Riches ingender diſcords 
and hoſtile Animoſfities 3 and Thero or Fierce- 
neſs was his Nurſe; his Aſſociates were Anger 
and Clamour, for theſe do inſeparably ac- 
company War, therefore Fear and Terror 
were the two Horſes which drew his Chariot, 
and Be//ona his Siſter, with a bloody Whip, 
ſtill attended upor' him : Fame with her 
Wings full of Eyes, Ears and Tongues, blew 
the Trumpet before him, to diſcover to us 
that Wars oftentimcs had their firſt Efftux or 

I 4 Ema- 
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Emanation from falſe rumors and ill eſtabli- 
ſhed reports. The Romars to infinuate how 
much they deteſted Civil Wars or mutual 
Conteſts, interdicted the painting of the I- 
mage of Mars on the publick Gates of Citics 
or the private Doors of Houſes, but permit- 
red the pourtraying of it on thoſe of Cotta- 
ges and Villages 3 but inſtead of that,adorned 
the entrances of their Cities and Manfions 
with the repreſentation of Mercury, to -ſug- 
geſt to us, that by maintaining War bein 
they preſerved Peace at home : Yu/car bound 
Mars and Venws together, but Neptune diſcn- 
gaged them of that reſtraint, to intimate that 
Luſt is improved by the heat and warmer Sal- 
lies of Youth, but' congealed and mortified 
by Age, which is cold and moift, and was fit- 
ly deligned by Neptune. 

* MAtars likewiſe was [tiled Neciz or Necis by 
the Acitani, a People of Spain, and wor- 
ſhipped under that denomination 3 who pours 
trai'd the head of his Image ſurrounded with 
a Circle of Rays; andit is very probable that 
the cuſtome 'amongſt the Antient and more 
Modern Chriſtians of pourtraying the heads 
of Martyrs, Saints, and other Pious Men de-

Minerva was painted ſome- 
times with an Helmet of Gold,with a Sphynx 
lodged on the top of it, toinfinuate to us not 
only the Glory and Splendor of Wiſdome, 
but the Intricacy and Myſterjouſneſs of 1t. 
Whoſoever beheld Minerva's Helmet was 
transformed into a Stone, to diſcover to us 
that Wiſdome renders men folid, ucamazed, 
unmoveable in times of the greateſt perplext- 
ty. As there were ſome Images conſecrated to 
Pallas and Mercury, (tiled Hermathene,ſo there 
were ſome devoted to Mercury and Hercules, 
denominated Hermeraclie,to denote that Elo» 
quence, Wiſdome and Strength ſupport the 
World. The Romans ſacrificed to Minerva 
and Yulcan on one Altar, to inculcate to us 
that Wildome ſhould be always complicated 
and mingled with Zeal. 

By Midas's Ears may beunderſtood the ex- 
traordinary height or procerity of them; or 
elſe that he was a man of a ſtupid or Afinine 
Condition or Capacity z orthirdly his lon 
Ears being a Prince, might import he ha

They pourtrai'd her Na- 
ked, placed on a ſquare ſtone, to ſhew that 
ſhe is open to applications and complaints,and 
that ſhe is ſquare, ſtedfaſt and unvariable. She 
was likewiſe repreſented ſtanding on aWheel, 
to intimate her revolutions or viciflitudes in 
the world; with a Crown on her head, to 
denote her Dominion, which carried Staggs 
with ſmall Images of Victory , ſapporting 
Palms, to manifeſl that Vengeance makes men 
fearful, becauſe ſhe is Vitor over the World. 
Her hand graſped a Cup, on which were tn- 
ſculp'd Z#thiopians, to ſuggeſt that Vengeance 
can overtake a Sinner, though he runs to the 
remoteſt #thiopia,and therefore her pourtrai- 
Eture was furniſhed with Wings to demon- 

ſtrate her Celerity, | 
Neptune is by Antiquity affirmed to be the 
firſt inventor of Horſemanſhip, becauſe he firſt 
inſtructed Men to manage Horſes, or elſe be- 
cauſe he was the firſt that framed Ships, 
which appear to ride on the Sea. They were 
accuſtomed to paint Neptune, Nerexs and the 
reſidue of the Sea Gods, with an Aſpett ſome- 
times frowning, ſometimes ſmiling, to declare 
that the Sea is ſometimes tempeſtuous, ſome- 
times calm : They aſhgned him a Charriot, 
drawn 
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drawn with Horſes, and as ſome have delive- 
red with vaſt and monſtrous Fiſhes, to lignitie 
the quick and (wift Motion of the Sea. Inſtead 
of a Scepter, they furniſhed him with a Tri- 
dent, with which he ſometimes makes a con- 
cuſhion in the Earth ; that is the Sea, by ſome 
Subterraneous pallages, often moves and 
ſhakes the neighbouring Shoars with Earth- 
quakes. He was repreſented Grey-hair'd and 
inveſted with ,a blew Garment, the firſt ex- 
preſſed the foaming, the laſt the colour of 
the Sea: They pourtrai'd Neptune likewiſe 
with a Plow and a Cart behind him, to infi- 
nuate that by accident, the Sea is the cauſe of 
the fertility of the Earth, either by Rain en- 
gendred by Vapours extracted out of the Sea, 
or elſe with that Mud or Weeds collected 
from its Shoars, which in ſome places is an ex- 
cellent compolt to manure the adjacent fields; 
or laſtly,by its faltneſs, which by overflowing 
Tides or other ſecret Channels is transfuſed 
into the Entrails of the Earth. Some conje- 
Cture that Neptare was (tiled the Deity of the 
Sea, becauſe he was Admiral to Satzrz., and 
the firſt who rigged and launched outa Fleer 
of Ships ; and then poſhibly his Trident may 
denote the three Squadrons into Which he di- 
vided his Navy : But if by Neptune we under- 
ſrand the Sea it ſelf, then it is probable the 
Trident may ſignihe its threefold motion, the 
one 
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one natural, as it is Water to tend down- 
wards; which reſults from its active form, the 
other natural likewiſe as it is Sea water,which 
proceeds from its paſſive form, that is to ebbe 
and flow ; the third is violent as it is rolled 
into Tempeſt and Tumult by the 1mpetuous 
agitation of the Winds. Neptune, Minerva and 
Vulcan were uſually worſhipped on one Al- 
tar, to manifeſt that Mechamcal Artifices and 
Deſigns could not be improved or perfected 
without Wiſdome, Fire and Water. 

The oOreades, that is the Nymphs of the 
Hills; Nape#,that is the Nymphs of Paſtures; 
the Naides, Nymphs of Rivers and Springsz 
the Limiades, Nymphs of Pools, noutied Ce- 
res and Bacchys in their infancy, to intimate 
that Corn and Wine have their Growth and 
Improvement from Water. | 

Oceanus was {tiled the Son of Celam and 
Veſta,that is of Heaven and Earth, becauſe the 
Sea entitles its preſervation and motion to the 
Heavens, and by them is encompaſled, and is 
ſupported by the Earth, asa Child is ſuſtained 
by its Mother. Oceans was denominated Fa- 
ther of all the Gods, to declare that all things 
aſcribe and denote their Original to moiſture, 
without whoſe concurrence, there could be 
neither Generation nor Corruption : Oceanus: 
was likewiſe affirmed to be Father of all the 
Nymphs, becauſc all Springs and Rivers attri- 
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bute their firſt pedigree and extra&ion to the 
Ocean - - All-the Gods are faidto be carrefled 
and feaſted by Oceanus ;, perchante this Fidti- i

Orphens was an Aſtronomer who inſtructed 
the Grecians in that myſtical knowledge, by 
diſcovering the 'Motion, Harmony and Or- 
der which is amongſt the feaven Planets, - ty+ 

fed by his Harp whoſe Mulick did refult 
aa ſeaven ſtrings, for which cauſe they pla- 
ced it amongſt the Stars ; about which Anti- 
quity lodged the Bull, Lion and other Crea- 
tures, which afforded Original to that Ficttan, 
that the moſt Savage Animals were charmed 
into ſoftnefs by the entrauncing mulick of his 
melodious Harp. 

By Pan may be ſignified the Univerſe, as 
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the word iniports : therefore to improve the 
Fiction, Antiquity athrtted he was compacted 
of the Sperm of all Pexelope's Woets,, becauſe 
the World is compoſed of the Seeds of all 
thingsz his red Face was to denote the Co- 
lour of Heaven; his being attircd in the fpor- 
ted Skin of a red Bear repreſented the Starry 
Firmament 3 his long Beard ſuggeſted the 
Maſculine Vertue of the Fire and Air, in the 
production of things 3. his Rough and Hairy 

highs and Legs infmuatcd the roughneſs of 
the Earth; Far; rugged with Rocks, Trees, 
and Bufhes: By his Shepherds Crook it one 
hand, may be intimated. that Providence by 
which *the World was fwayed and managed : 
by the ſcavyen Pipes inthe other hand, may be 
typified the HarmonionsMotion and Order of 
the ſeaven Planets. ' The Ancients painted 
him with Wings to diſcoyer the Celerity of 
the Motion of the Celeftjal Orbs.By P2r,fome 
anderſtand' rhe Sun ; his Horns intimate his 
Rays, his ctooked Staff. the Stains oblique 
Motion'ih the Zodiack ; his prolixe Beard, his 
Light, which he cafts downwards, as his Horns 
reſembled his Beams which he darts apwards; 
with theſe he illuminares the upper Region, 
with thoſe the tower : His Wings denote the 
ſwiftneſs of his Motion'3" fis cloven feet ſigni- 
ie the two Hemiſpheres : H& was by Antiqui- 
ty pourtrai'd inveſted with'a flowry or bran-

, to expreſs ſudden Fears. The Arcadzans main- 
; tained a perpetual Fire in the Temple of Par, 
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ched Garment to diſcover how the Earth is 
attired with Herbs and Flowers at the Suns 
approach. He is the Deity of Mountains, 
Woods and Groves, becauſe in thoſe receſles 
he was firſt adored: He was the Turtelary 
God of Shepherds, becauſe they firſt admi- 
red the Suns Motion, Influence, Power and 
Beauty, and therefore attributed divine Ho- 
nours to him. Par was the inventor of the 
Trumpet or Cornet for War, with the unac- 
quainted ſound of which the Perſian Arm 


was ſo aſtoniſhed that they fell into the diſ-| 


order of a Defeat, and gave up the Day, and 
themſelves to a cheap Execution : Hence 
ſprang the appellation of Panick Terrors 


by which they repreſented the Sun, and his 
conſtant and uninterrupted Light. __. 

By the three fatal Siſters ſtiled Lacheſss, Clo- 
tho and Atropos, and by a more general Tj- 
tle denominated the Parce, may. De beniled 
the ſecret decreesof Heaven concerning Mans 
Birth,Life and Death. Therefore Antiquity af- 
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firmed them to be the Daughters of Jupiter & 
Themis or Juſtice, - becauſe nothing attends 

in this Life, but by the Decree of the ſuprean: 
Cauſe eſtabliſhed upan his Juſtice : and be- 
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cauſe theſe Decrces ſhould rather be adoredhis 


than pricd into, the Fictions of a_— al-fin 
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ſerted theſe three Siſters to inhabit a gloomy 
Cave; and tobe the Daughters of Ereb#s and 
Night, becauſe the a of Heaven are 


inſcrutable : and becauſe the Eternal Decrees 
are immutable, therefore the Gentiles aftir- 
med the Fates to be the Daughters of Neceſli- 
ty, into whoſe Temple at Corinth, it was 
not lawful for any man to enter; infinuating 
that no man ought to ſcan or ſcarch the ſecrer 
Decrees of Heaven.

zredfis {tiled the God of Hell, in relation to his be- 
y af-ſing under the Earth, when he gilds the Anti-

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Proſerpina, that is the ſeminal vertue which 
dwells in Plants, Trees, Herbs 'and Corn, 
which in Winter, when the Sun is in his re- 
ceſs or Apogzum, lies folded up in the entrails 
of the Earth : Pluto of Plutzs is painted with 
Wings when he abandons us, but halting 
when | he approaches us, to intimate that 
Wealth is ſlow in coming, but ſwift in depar- 
ting. Pluto was denominated the Deity of the 
departed 71ares or Ghoſts, either becauſe he 
firſt diſcovered the Method of burying the 
Deceaſed, who before lay uninterred 3 or it is 
probable the Rights, Obſequies and Cere- 
monies of Funerals, entitled themſelves to 
his original Tnſtitution. | 

Priapxs was ſtiled the God of Gardens, be- 
caulc he was the Son of Bacchns, that is the 
Sun, and of Yerus, that is Moiſture; to dc- 
monſtrate that Fruits, Herbs, Flowers, Plants 
and Trees are eagendred and improved by 
the Suns Heat, -and their own radical Mot- 
ſture : Some make Priapns the Son of the 
Nymph Naz, others of Chioz, -which figni- 
fies Snow 3. by which is inſinuated that Moi

ſture in Summer and Snow in Winter, by 
Cloiftring up the natural Heat of Herbs anc 
Plants, are the Cauſes of Fertility. 
Prometheus it 1s probable wasan Aſtron 
mer, who continually and curiouſly behold 
ding the Celeſtial Fires, that is the Stars, and 
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upon Carcaſs obſerving the Suns Motion,was 
ſaid to be chained to that Mountain, and to 
have his Heart corroded and gnawn by the 
Eagle of Care and Study. Promethens was 4 
Philoſopher who diligently obſerving light- 
ning Comets and other flaming Meteors, was 
ſaid to ſteal Fire from Heaven, and was the 
firſt that found out the uſe of Fire for the be- 
nefit of Mankind : for which after his deceaſe 
he was honoured with Altars, Sacrifices and 
Feſtivals; in which to enhaunſe the Memory 
of this Important Invention, Men 1n the 
Night traverſed the Streets with lighted Tor- 
ches. Promethenus made. up his Mari of the
